View or Booxs, comprising two hundred 
books vhosen from the catalogues of the 
leading publishers in this country, shows a 
return to the pre-war conditions of titerary 
production. In the books of fiction head- 
ing the list there are many novels dealing 
with the war, but they deal with it, for 
the greater part, incidentaly.- not exclu- 
sively.. Whereas last year May Sinclair had 
written *‘ The* Tree of Heaven,”” she is 
represented now by Mary Olivier, a psycho- 
logical study. So we have Gertrude Ather- 
ton, this season, writing mystery stories 
instead of vaticinations of German. upris- 
ings; Arnold Bennett writing of the social 
and professional ups and downs of a.young 
erchitec:. {with a final dip into the war 
e) instead of, as in ** The Pretty 
Lady,” War committees and munitions 
plants, and Leonard Merrick returning 
gayly to the Paris of before the war. 
Of course, we still haye the novel con- 
cerned primarily with the war, admirably 
represented by -Edith Wharton's *' The 
Marne ’’ and the new novel. by Miss Tar- 
bell, but these may be said to. be. already 
vestigial: For the greater part the old 
ways are rapidly coming back to us again; 
fiction has returned to its pre-war }-reoc- 
e vations, mystery and adventure, love 
and marriage, and the complexities of 
social life, realism and romance. 
One of the salient features.af.the Spring 
st this year is the number of books deal-

Par Eastern and Near Eastern_, ques- 
tions, the flood of new netionalities,- from 
Lithuania to Palestine, the biographies of 
great statesmen, President Wilson and 
Clemenceau, have contributed -te swell the 
classifications including Biography, His- 
tery. and Government tr a. size -not» far 
below the fiction list. This is an. untisual 
phenomenon as-compared to previous jists. 
Under the heading ‘‘ Poetry, Drama, and 
Art ’’ we find only eight volumes of poetry, 
as compared to nine in a list of only one 


hundred _ books - published. in Taz. NEw 
Yorx Timks Boox ReviEw last Fall. Four 
of these. volumes are by Mr. Kipling, Mr. 
Noyes, Mr. Nethardt, and Mr. Oppenheim. 
How to account for this diminution is diffi- 
-cult:. One of our poets, Mr. Untermeyer, 
has given us, instead of another ** Chal- 
lenge,”’ a volume of criticism, ‘* The New 
Era in American Poetry,” listed under 
* Essays and Criticism.’ There have also 
appeared Professor Baker’s long-awalted 
book on dramatic techniqué; anda book by 
H. L. Mencken, *‘ The American Lan- 
guage,’” the first comprehensive treatment 
of the subject.

HEN one comes to think ot it, - 
the bringing over of the’ work 
of the writers of ‘one -country 
to’ another ‘is determined in a 

singularly haphazard manner. As ‘iss- 
fag goes> by favor, se does this trans- 
atlantic. transplanting. A= publisher smat- 
urally issues what pleases hint, or what he 
fondly imagines will please his public. “He 
stands,’ therefore, to this public in some- 
what the position of a schoolmaster. It 
is, after all, a sort of. course of ‘prescribed 
reading to, which the general reader has 
access, and. much that ‘he might tike to 
read ‘he has no opportunity even: to see, 
because, for‘onée feason or another, the 
books have ‘not been peblished in this. 
country. 

We in America know a certain section 
of English poetry. well. Not to speak of 
the established ‘names, like Yeats and 
Masefield, or even of Rupert Brooke, we~ 
have become familiar with the -poems of 
Walter de ta Mare, of Siegfried Sassoon, 


_ of Francis Ledwidge, of Wilfred Wilson 
Gibson. - We may think we are awafe.of | 


all the divagations of modern English 
poetry, particularly if our knowledge in- 
eludes the. work of. sugit men as Richard 4

of some poet of whom his. countrymen 
think highly,’ but-whoem the accident of 





_non-pifblication has kept from our kniow!l- 
edge. So true, ig this, that it 4s onty very 


recently that the American reader has had 
a chance to read and know the work of a 
man who had attained a considerable tame 
in England. even before the war. . The 
man is D. H. Lawrence, novelist. and. poet. 


It would be unfair not to acknowledge . 


that some of Mr. Lawrence's books were 
issued in this country shortly after their 

publication in England. -His gfeatest nov- 
el, ‘‘ Sons and Lovers,”’ although it never 
attained quite the recognition here that it 
did in England, was by no 4neans, ignored, 
and this is Also-true of. his play “* The 
Widowing of Mrs. Holroyd."" But the man 
is not only dramatist and novel-writer, he 
is poet as well, having -no less than four 
volumes to his credit. The first, ‘* Love 


-Poems and Others,’’ bears the American 


imprint of Mitchell Kennerley,; the second, 
‘* Amores,’* was published by —B. W.

lished in this country. ‘Both its manner 
and its distinctly socialistic matter belong, 
one feels, to the period. preceding the 
Great War. If this theory, baséd entirely 
on the internal evidence offered by the 
book itself, be incorrect, then the novel

Not that “' The Jervaise Comedy “’ is a 
really poor novel; so far as we are aware, 
Mr. Beresford has never written and per- 
haps could not write a really poor fiovel. 
It is noticeably inferior te the rest of his 
work, but his stiindard‘is So very high a 
ene that the novel which falls far below 
it sinks only to the level of the ordinary 
rather well done story in coritent, while 
the style remains much better than that of 
the average readable book, especially in 
the occasional bits of description. It is a

F there is one subject upon which, it 





note that has net somethin of its auther’s 
own experience, some @etall hewn eut of 
his own personality woven inte its pages, 


and this is even more true of peetry—ab- - 


though in the latter it is the authers indi- 
vidual fecling mere eften than the facta of 
his life that finds its way through the web 
ef hie verse. And yet the deliberate, 
avowed effort to write one's own life has 
been attempted with. comiparative infre- 


quency—at least by writers whe have 


achieved fame in other branches of Mtere- 
ture. There are aufeblograpbica} neveln, 
but the biographer reveals just sa mach 
as he chooses of himeelf, and the reader is 
naturally witheut the clue that will @e- 
cover fer him what is fact, what fiction. 
And then there are seme biographies that 
could almost come under the classification 
of autobiography. “Beosowmis ” John- 
gon,” fer instance,..cF TRaueEs‘'a “Walk 
conversation, opinions, adventyres as these 
were given him by the man whese life he 
was writing. There, is ltthe doubt, aten 
that Boswmr and Taeunet vespectively 
@iscussed and planned their work im Gated 
with JauNnson and. Wurrmas~ se that the 
latter teok a very direct ané active part ie 
the writing of their own biographies But 
for alt that, these were net autobiographies 
and im the case at least of “ The Life of 
Johnsen ” we may be thankful Indee@ that 
they were not. But ef supremely great 
autoblegraphies, autobiographies that have 
stood-the test ‘of time and that came te ue 
with all the marks of unfergettable Mtere- 
ture influencing the lives and epiniens of 
men and women through ome generation 
after another, there are net eneugh of 
these te need all the fingers of eme's hand 
to count them. Nine people out ef ten 
would probably agree on three of these— 
Rovassav’s ‘‘ Confessions," FRaxkian’s 
“ Autebiegraphy,"’ and Bexvanuvre Cuah 
ni’s ** Life.’

BRE is a collection of short stories

tieth century. But.as pallor of Henry 
James is ‘more impressive than the réd 
bleod- of some of our contemporaries, I, 
for one, am heartily glad to ‘beheld these 
ghosts. ~ 

Two thine# are’ ‘certain; Henry Sapte 
préferréd to let these tales go tiie’ way to 
dusty death; and if he had chosen to pre- 
serve them, he would: have: revised their 
diction. But he, who was all but infallible 
in many questions of art, made here one 
actual and one supposititious error. Au- 
thors, 48 Mr. Mordell remarks, are ‘often 
poor judges of their own work, and in the 
particular case of Henry James we know 
that his revisions were not always im- 
prévements.: These storfes ought not to be 
lost, Amd they ought to be published as 
originally printed; so thet we may have 
the double delight of reading them, and of 
reading exactly what the artificer of ** The 
Golden Bowl ’’ fashioned in his twenties. 
I surmise that this American spelling 
would have caused him in later years as 
many qualms as the rarer crudities of 
style; but the first articulations of genius 
in whatever guise are interesting to all 
who believe that genius is the most pre- 
cious thing in the world. 

Henry: James, as every. great writer 
should, loved hie own works, loved them 
with a passidn too deep for adequate ex- 
pression.- For all his aloof dignity, he was 
exalted to a heaven of happiness by intel- 
ligent praise, and was illogically depressed 
by ynintelligent blame. In ‘* The Middle 
Years,” he tells us with what joy he heard 
the Laureate say that he had read with 
keen appreciation one of his youthful 
stories; arid’ in a letter to his publisher, he 
askéd him to send no: reviews of-his. books, 
for, while hé would be glad ‘to sce favor- 
able notices, the others gave- him. such 
distress ‘that he had rather have none. at 
all. It_ig a singular fact that.those who 
can least afford to receive Restife and coh- 
temptuous criticism in the public press are 
often’ less shaken or éven disturbed ‘by it 
than those whose position in the world of 
letters is impregnable. 


We have.before us then another genuine: 


first edition of one of America’s: fotémost 
literary artists; and I counsel all. who love 
books: to. buy this-before the-¢dition is -ex- 
hausted. There are seven tales, of which 
the last one—composed wlién the author 


was only twénty-four—is thé* most ro- 


mantic “and” the least valaable. It is a 
curiosity, curious in 4tself and. more so he- 
cause written by dhe who later became a 
master of realism, a splendid star of the 
first magnitude.. The lack of amenity dis- 
played so often in Henry James’s later 
work (after he adopted the method-of: dic» 
tation) is nowhere evident in this volume. 
These narratives are as ‘‘ easy’: as* the 
work 6f ‘anybody you liké, tlieir sole rée- 
semblance to the periodical fictiom of to- 
day. Furthermore, with all their analysis 
and leisurely advance, they, are. good 
stories, inclosing a perceptible and” some - 
times startling plot. 

Those who love ltaly—and what tondeler 
does not?—will find soul’s refreshment in 
this volume, The author.takes the reader 
through place .after. place-in the land df 
lands, lingering !ovingly ‘before ‘old’ buila- 
ings and old pictures. Milan, Florence, 
Rome, and many miiner cities are visited 
witht -Baedeker -detail, -though Henry 
James carried a Murray; indeed I think 
the description of Titian’s “‘ Sacred and 
Profane Love ’’ is one of the most iluami- 
nating crificisms of that masterpiece I 
have ever seen. 

On the whole I like best of all the story 
which gives its name to the book. -The 
analysis of First Love is worthy of Henry 
James's master, the flawless Turgenev. 
‘ Profoundest depths of passion are sounded, 
with that unutterable reverence .s0 con- 
spicious by its absence in some of our con- 
temporary novelists. Furthermore, there 
is exhibited that wholesome and sincere 
patriotism, that.devotion-to America,-which 
remained from first to last*one of ‘the 
chief characteristics of our author. I know 
that the contrary is often stated; but the 


very witness called te,support.the accusa-: 


tiortthtns oft-to. be a Witness for the, de- 
fendant: I mean, of course, his abandon- 
ing his allegiance, and becoming a Citizen 
of Great Britain. But his reason for doing 
this, when so many Englishmen’ were giv- 
ing their lives for the cause;-was a sign of 
his own supreme sacrifice. lie gave all he 
had. If it had cost him nothing to revoke 
his American citizenship, he would never

Rébert- Browning, Howells, “many

sharply by Tolstoy and Browning, and yet, 
four-fifths plain humbuggery, a teskivum 
of mystery is frankly granted. ~~ 

The story, ‘‘ At Isella,’’ which all who 
have climbed over the Furka pass will read 
with reminiscent delight, contains ‘the only 
pages in the volume that really approach 
& suggestion of humorous. incident. ~ An 
American assists an Italian lady to escape 
from -her husband—let the reader reserve 
judgement -untilthe last word: is reacted. 
This is-also one of the few places in the 
books of Henry Jamés, where eating is 
hearty and unashamed, as it chronically is 
in Dickens. In ** Guest’s Confession,”’ a 
strange character is analyzed with meticu- 
lous care, a person not easy to forget. In 
** Adina,’’ a baleful jewel plays the leading 
réle, and it is evident that the young au- 
thor had been reading Hawthorne to ad- 
vantage. 

Although. these stories have: here and 
there manifest blemishes, their, publication 
marks an important addition to American 
literature; for Henry James was both an 
inspired genius and a conscientious artist, 
who gave his best to every page he wrote. 
In a day when even literary criticism is 
often written in slang, these words fitly 
spoken are like apples of gold in pictures 
of silver. :

NY man contemplating a historical 
study of the English people during 
the present decade will find more 
material ready to his hand in its 

current fiction than in its State papers. 
Mr. Wells, Mr. Bennett, Mr. George, and 
Miss Sinclair, to name only a few of those 
who come to mind, have recorded the re- 
actions of cultivated English men-and wo- 
men to war with the running accuracy 
of a. phonograph, if also with something 


of the machine's inserisitiveness to blend- [ 


ed tones. The haste with which these 
books are written gives them a curiously 
spotted appearance, artistically speaking— 
here a bit of human drama carefully and 
beautifully done, here a letter from the 
trenches devastating, like an exploding 
shell, the English countryside; here a po- 
litical tirade that might have been written 
originally as a Ictter to The Times. But 
this very haste gives to the narratives 
an air of unrevised and unpremeditated 
truth. They convey to the reader a strong 
impression of the good intentions of the 
British middle class, its idealism, its desire 
te play fair, its stupidity that always leans 
to virtue’s side, its splendid courage. Not 
infrequently these rapid novelists mount 
the pulpit. to curse thelr audience, and 
remain to biess; defects turn to qualities 
under their hands and, as it were, in 
@pite of them. 

But-now the war is over, and the true 
Saxon is a little ashamed of the high key 
of sacrifice and idealism in which for four 
years he has pitched his life. England is 
Gog tired, and she lies down and goes to 
sleep and wakes up with a bad taste in 
her mouth. W. Lb. George has written 
the first ‘‘ morning after ’’ novel: 

The author’s own estimate of his book, 
Printed by an indiscreet publisher upon 
the slip cover, is not reassuring. He says: 

I have no doubt in my mind that 

** Blind Alley *’ is my best novel * * * 

because it is the mast cosmic attempt 

I have made to show a complete worid 

— in the midst of a world move- 

ment. 


That sounds like the utterance of a man 
coming out of ether. Apart from the 
curious phrase ‘‘ most cosmic attempt,’’ 
ene wonders how on earth Mr. George 
can imagine that ‘‘ Blind Alley "’ has any 
claim whatever to being a picture of a 
** complete world society *’-—-that is, if 
words mean the same thing the morning 
after that they did the night before. 

In reality, ‘‘ Blind Alley *’ is the story, 
brought strictly to date, of a small family 
group of the upper English middle class. 
As such, it is interesting and worth while, 
though as a novel it is considerably below 
the level of ‘‘ The Second Blooming,’ or 
that greatly meriting and little appreciat- 
ed early book, “‘ A Bed of Roses.”’ Sir 
Hugh Oakley, the protagonist, stands for 
the intelligent man of good education: and 
tradition, who hates excess of all sorts. 
He hates war, he hates hate, he hates 
bigotry and oppression, whether it be Eng- 
Hsh or German, aristocratic or socialistic. 
Of course, he has a hard time of it. His 
wife is a fine, big, instinctive creature, to 
whom all pacifists are ‘‘ Hun sympathiz- 
ers’’ who should be lined up against a 
wall and shot; a woman, as Mr. George 
Points out with malicious joy, truly Wag- 
nerian. Blind alley there. His son, lamed 
fm the trenches, comes back bitter, icono- 
clastic, given to lengthy and upsetting 
monologue. Of his two daughters, one 
loves a philandering munition manufact- 
urer who lacks the courage of his de- 
sires, so she drifts into a dull backwater 
of passion, while the other takes advan- 
tage of the opportunities open to an eman- 
cipated lady war worker.to live a life of 
frank sensuality. More blind alleys. But 
politics and the future of England is the 
blindest alley of all. On one side of it, the 
traditional ruling caste and all sorts of 
profiteers and other commercialists; chau- 
vinists, Tory junkers, rich bosses. On 
the other, the labor party, Socialists, Bol- 
sheviki, and Mr. Bernard Shaw. 8sir 
Hugh was a moderate, but ‘‘ nobody would 
listen to him, because nobody wanted to 
build a harmonious new world.’ His own 
Class ‘‘ had shown themselves incapable of

make a new ‘one?’’—and yet who could 
take their place?

MANY IMPORTANT WAR & 
“BOOKS THIS SPRING. 





HE war book still persists, and 
H though it is not quite so voluminous 
i as it was six months or 4 year ago, 
it makes an impressive hppearance, 
ih the publishers’ latest catalogues. Cer- 
tain. classes of publications that were in 
brisk demand during the period of actual 
fighting now show shrunken outputs—tech- 
nical military treatises and manuals, for 
example, historical surveys, and ethnolog- 
ical studies designed to furnish data for 
peace-making, expositions of Hunnish 
ideals and depravities, - exhortations to 
Americanism, appeals for an American pol- 
icy of preparedness, and even the so-colled 
** books from the front-’’ The causes of 
the curtailments in most of these instances 
are of course quite obvious; but in the case 
of the item last mentioned it may not be 
amiss to suggest that the thousands of 
American boys who have come back from 
France have to a large extent supplanted 
the printed stories'of observations and ex- 
periences with their own personal narra- 
tives of fighting, achievements, hardship, 
and ether features of soldier life. 


' FROM THE FIGHTING LINES 


There is, however, quite a large body of 
eyewitness books in this Spring’s crop of lit- 
erature, and many of the books are distinctly 
entertaining and instructive.

IN LITERATURE] yg 





= Se ePOL Aer MOVEMENT IN LITER- 
By Arthur Symons. <A new 
Aiton ge. revised and

NE can seldom take up a book nowa- 
_days, whether Jiterature or science 
or philosophy, without being re- 
minded of its relation or lack of 
relation to our present practical prob- 
lems and estimating it accordingly. The 
new edition of ‘‘ The Symbolist Move- 
ment in Literature’*’ by Mr. Arthur 
Symons suggests many questions about 
our increasing interest in French life, 
language, and literature. It 
to us once more a_ sense of. the 
subtilety of the French temperament, a 
sense of difference, of something more 


spiritual, even in its moods of sensuality, 


than our own Anglo-Saxon life. Once, per- 
haps, we were somewhat inclined, under 
the influence of Nordau and the neuro- 
pathologists, to think of the sensitiveness 


~to impressions, the susceptibility to mysti- 


cism and to all feelings, of the Latin mind, 
as revealed especially in French literature, 
as essentially neurotic or as a‘sign of dec- 
adence. Now, possible, we may see in 
this emotionalism and expressiveness an- 
other indication—an éviderice of the self- 
renewing spirit against which, as Berg- 
son prophetically assured us in the time of 
the war, no material force could ever hold 
its own. 

The characters that Mr. Symons has 
made so vivid in these pages are of equal 
interest from the literary and the psycho- 
logical standpoint. We find among them 
Balzac, writing his great Human Comedy 
in an attic at ‘‘ the rate of eighteen hours 
a day,”’ in a feverish solitude, seeking the 
soul of life; the unpleasant Mérimée, with 
his theories about everything t and 
small, ‘‘ an unimpassioned intellect at work 
on _impassi d problems ’’; Gautier; Filau- 
bert, the ‘‘ one impeccable novelist,’’ each 
of whose books has.’ its own rhythm per- 
fectlv appropriate to the subject matter "’; 
Baudelaire; the neurotic de Goncourts, 
with their exaggerated sense of the truth 
of things, and their perverted use of lan- 
guare; de L'Isle-Adam, Cladel, Zola, Mal- 
larmé, who says that to name is to de- 
stroy, to suggest is to create, and who gets 
words out of silence. We find here also 
Verlaine, in love with life, for whom the 
world exists only as a vision to be ab- 
sorbed by the senses, with whom spiritual 
sight and physical vision were one, who 
would “ wring the neck of eloquence,” in- 
stinctive and unreasoning, and whose life 
was the most wretched of any man of 
letters; the problematic Huysmans, with 
his fatal instinct of ciscovering, and his 
fatal necessity of contemplating, every flaw 
and every discomfort that an imperfect 
world can offer for inspection; Rimbaud, 
who wrote all his poetry by the’ age of 
19, and finally Maeterlinck. the mystic, 
the only living subject of this er of 
literary portraits. 

The beginning of the symbolist movement 
the author finds in Gérard ‘de Neéryal, 
(1808-1855.) the man who Gnce was found 
in the Palais Royal leading a lobster at 
the end of a blue ribbon, (because he said 
it did not bark, and it knew the secrets 
of the sea,) an incident which has caused 
his biographer to meditate upon the slight- 
ness after all of the link which holds our 
faculties together in that sober health of 
the brain which -we call reason. De Ner- 
val—insane, at times—a visionary as Sym- 
ons sees him, who had merel- lest control 
of his visions, out of true not by reason of 
the excess of his imagination, but from the 
weakness of it, and because of his lack of 
spiritual discipline; lafer a mystic, for 
whom the past and the future were always 
present, but the present itself always slip- 
ping away under his feet; to whose mind 
there were revealed, as -by lightning 
flashes, the hidden links of distant and 
divergent things—this was the man who 
had divined, before all. others, that poetry 
should be a miracle, not a hymn of beauty, 
not the description of beauty, nor yet 
beauty’s mirror, and who thus introduced 
into French literature a new aesthetic. 

This symbolist movement, which in a 
Generation has greatly influenced French 
art, Symons orientates by saying that the 
great epoch which preceded it was the off- 
shoot of the Romanticism which produced 
Baudelaire, Flaubert, the de Goncourts, 
Taine, and Zola. This was the epoch of 
form in French literature, when Flaubert 
assumed that formal art was the only es- 
cape from thé burden of reality, when the 





de Goncourts caught at Impressionism as_ 


the only way to render’the fugitive aspects 
of the world visible, when Zola. ‘‘ tried to 
build in brick and mortar within the covers 
of a book.’’—all these were writers with 
whom form aimed above everything elsé at 
being precjse, at saying rather than sug- 
gesting; it Was movement. which ‘* came to 
a splendid funeral in-de.Heredia’s sonnets 
in which the literature of form says its last 
word, then dies.’’ Then comes ‘the inter- 
tude of decadence, in which something bet-

ter was being prepared, a higher art which 
has shaped itseJf in the form of symbolism, 
in which &rt returns to the one pathway— 
“* leading through beautiful things to the 


‘eternal beauty.” | 


| 


What is this symbolism™in art, as ex- 
presséd in literature, then? It may best be 
understood by seeing what symbolists 
themselves are, by following the way of 
the .symbolist through his creations, or 
more coldly, by taking into account the 
whole development of art anywhere. Sym- 
bolism deals with the secret, the .mys- 
terious, the infinite. It is an effort to pass 
in idea through. beautiful things to beauty 
itself: It 1s a way of living in which the 
artist seeks to find the underlying soul of 
common things. It poke temper or blends 
with mysticism, It es the nature of 
art when it attempts to express the soul 
of things through tHe forms in which they: 
are visible.” The symbol by which they are 
expressed is the embodiment or the reve- 
lation of the real or the spiritual. As a 
thing of the wérkshop of the artist, the 
symbol is any conventional representation 
of idea by form, or of thé unseen by the 
visible. Widest of all, it is the representa- 
tion of anything by a form which is not/a 
reprodiiction of it, and thus in a sense it 
is co-extensive with all art. To understand 
symbolism perfectly, therefore, we must 
understand all art, and to understand all 
art—well, we await still a deep science and 
Philosophy of the beautiful in the light of 
which the truth that the literary critic may 
see shall no longer appear to the scientist 
shallow and fragmentary, and the scien- 
tist’s explanation shall not seem to the 


’ drtist to be an understanding of everything 


in art except the soul of art itself. 

The essays that make up the body of the 
book have been written at different times 
during a long period. In the present edi- 
tion bibliographies and supplementary 
notes are included, and there are sixty 
pages of translations, by the author, from 
the poems of Mérimée and Verlaine.

OME one said of the old régime in | 


France before the Revolution that no 

one who had not lived before the 
great upheaval could appreciate the full 
flavor of life.. This book of Russian me- 
moirs of the old régime, ‘‘ the good old 
days,’’ the author wistfully calls them, is 
written with something of the same nos- 
talgia for a vanished time. Highly con- 
nected, (the author moved in the’ loftiest 
Court circles,)*the book is a record of 
balls, fétes, tours of country-houses, &c. 
Yet the American reader, however he may 
deplore the worst excesses of the present 
Boishevist régime in Russia, will not be 
able to share the author’s yearning for 
the return of. the Czarist rule. It was a 
society inured in selfishness, with some- 
thing of the crudity attributed by Shaw 
in ‘‘ The Great Catherine *’ to the barbaric 
customs of the Court of that great sover- 
eign. ‘Here is Miss Maud’s account of a 
fayorite pastime of the Grand Duke, the 
Czar’s own brother: 

One of the favorite games of Grand 
Duke Micha Alexandrovitch, the 
Czar’s brother and at that time his 
heir, was to place a potato in a pail of 
water, and then get his friends down 
on all fours to lean over the pail and 
with their -mouths try to extract the 


wretched thing—usually with such re- 
sults as might be ed,, .some 
clumsy jaws sinking so deep into thé 


jecomfiture by rising

In such ducal pastimes the author revels 
from one page to another. The book is a 
catalogue of royal personages, their hab- 
its, their conversation, their humors, 
(hever very subtle or ‘really amusing,) 
with a good deal of savory recounting of 
what Ibsen would call ‘‘ truffies.”’ Of 
the Russian revolution of 19065, the merest 
adumbation of the later one, there is little 
actual description. Speaking of the pres- 
ent revolution, the author says that the-

a man like Kerensky, for instance, he- 
cause he is not the “ littié Father.”

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NOTABLE BOOKS.

COLoRS or oe a By Max Eastman. Al- 
fred A. Knopf. $1.25. 
HIS is a book whose title ts more 
than usually descriptive and more 
than usually significant. It is a 
protest against those whe would 
deny any colors to life except the violent 
colors of the arena. These colors are se- 
rene and unturbid and happy. . Every gen- 
eration, they seem to tell us, has its arena, 
its space of storm and stress, but the sun 
continues to shine and the sky to be blue. 
Not that Mr. Eastman ‘is an optimist— 
Heaven forbid!—but he is an altruistic 
hedonist, whose philosophy is that of Rob- 
ert Bridges: 

They that in play can-do the thing they 

would, ee ¢. 

‘These are the best. 

In his preface Mr. Eastman applies this 
principle to the art of poetry, as he has 
long applied it to the sister art of social 
revolt. Poe stands to him as the highest 
type of poet, pure and simple, that Amer- 
ica has produced: 


Poetry was to him a Kan grace perpe- 
‘tration of ecstasy. is actually 
sinitive. as well as childlike. to play 

with peetry in this intense and yet un- 
sanctimonious way that Poe did, and 
Baudelaire; and Swinburne. Play is 
nearer to the heart of nature than 
aspiration. It is healthier, perhaps, 
too, and more to the taste of the future, 
than priesthood. I think the essence of 
what we call classical in an artist's 
attitude is his quite frank acknowledg- 
ment that—whatever great things may 
come of it—he is at play. * * * The 
Athenians were educated, as all free 
men should be, for play. * * * That 
pearl of adult degeneration, the self, 
Was very little cultivated in Athens; 
the ‘‘ artistic temperament *’ was un- 
born;’ and sin, and the perpetual 
yearning os Spe of Christians, had not 
been thought of 
.SPhis leads to a consideration of Poe and 
of Walt Whitman, and of that irony of 
Saturn by whigh the aristocratic Poe has 
become the idol of the plain people, and 
Whitman, who, ‘‘ with all his yearnings 
over the average American,’’ is still the 
poet of the few; a consideration that in its 
wit, lucidity, and ‘sense of artistic values, 
is one of the best things Mr. Eastman or 
any other American critic has done. or 
course, it will bring down upon its author 
the reproaches of those ‘‘ unco’ guid ”’ 
which the Left boasts as well as the Right, 
wh? will see in it merely a reaction into 
** conservatism ’’—horrendous word! —but 
the cpen-minded among conservatives and 
radicals alike. will find in it food for re- 
flection. As a critic, Mr. Eastman shares 
not a little in ‘‘ that icy matter-of-fact 
realism with which Poe used to shatter the 
sweet foggy thoughts of the Mterarious.”’ 
The poems which follow are not, it may 
as well be said ag once, great poems, But 
they are sincera, they are unadorned by 
**that pearl of adult degeneration, the 
self ’’—above all, without specifically. in- 
woking freedom, they are freé poems. The 
gonnets~ in particular contain excellent

é ig conscientious objector seems to 
have made much more noise and at- 
tracted much more attention than the 

size of him has warranted. What with the 
loud wails he made himself and. the shouts 
of his protagonists and the indignation of 
his antagonists, the commotion he has 
stirred up during the last two years would 
have done credit to a large-sized’ army. 
When it is realized how small were his 
numbers, merely a few hundreds, one is 
constrained to admire his lungs, whatever 
one may think of his conscience. This 
little book about him ought to help to 
pacify the storm and illumine some of the 
obscurities of the question, for it is writ- 
ten with sympathetic understanding, with 
knowledge, and with an entirely admirable 
spirit of temperate..quality and judicial 
viewpoint. 

* Major Kellogg, as Chairman of the Board 

of Inquiry that examined the individual 

cases of conscientious objectors, came into 

Personal contact: with hundreds of them 

in various parts of the country. Before 

his detail to that duty. he had been re- 
viewing, in the office of the Judge Advo- 
cate General, the records of trial by court- 
martial of many objectors. And he says 
in his preface that although he had never 
seen a conscientious objector he firmly be- 
lieved that they were, as a class, shirkers 
and cowards. But when he came into con- 
tact with them, he began, he says, to see 
them in a new light. As the result of his

personal examination of more than eight’ 


hundred objectors in twenty camps in 
widely separate parts of the country he 
has come to the conclusion that ‘‘ they 
are, as a rule, sincere—cowagds and shirk- 
ers, in the commonly accepted sense, they 
are not.”"’ And he adds, ‘* their sincerity, 
however, makes them no less a national 
problem. 5 

A few notes on the history of that prob- 
lem, showing that it goes far back into 
history, and that many rulers have had 
to consider it, give a welcome background. 
There is also a brief account of what other 
nations, especially Great Britain, did with 
their conscientious objec during the 
world war. The Mennonites, who fur- 
nished nearly half of the whole number 
of our own objectors, get their story told 
with some detail, from which it appears 
that for more than three hundred years 
they have been exempted from: military 
service because of their religious conyic- 
tions by as many as half a dozen different 
Governments under which they have lived. 

The. book is devoted mainly to an ac- 
count of how the objectors appeared before 
the Board of Inquiry, how they answered 
the Questions asked of them, how they 
justified themselves, how tuose who really 
were insifcere gave themselves away. 
Major Kellogg also gives some interesting 
estimates of the mative mental qualities, 
the educational training and the environ- 
ment of typical groups of objectors... The 
Mennonites, and some of the others: whose 
objections were based upon religious con- 
viction, he found to be pitifully deficient 
in education and general knowledge, some 
of them not knowing anything about the 
sinking of the Lusitania, or even what the 
Lusitania was. ‘The fanatic type, narrow 
in view, with mental operations sunk deep 
in ruts, was found among both the reli- 
gious objectors. and those objecting en so- 
cial grounds. 

In an appendix -some dala aré inven, 
that show the total number of*men in- 
ducted. into, the army who were recbgnized 
as conscientious objectors was only 3,900, 
and of these 1,300.accepted noncombatant 
service without examination by the board. 
At the end of last. December 400 were in 
prison at Leavenworth, © Through the 
reegmmendation of the board “1,500 -were 
given farm or industrial: furloughs, a few 
were assigned to service with the Friends’ 
Reconstruction Unit, and 122, considered 
insincere, were returned to: military serv- 
ice.

while in <* Senlin,’’ of the year just ended, 
we find not only the mystery and willful- 
ness of water, but its fructifying power as 
well. 


Mr. Aiken's themes are by no means new’ 


ofes. In ‘‘ The Charnel Rose’’ we see 
disillusionment, dust of the sepulchre, at 
the heart of every dream, until at last, at 
the end of ‘*‘ our little cave of dusk,’’

music. 

The moisture of night ts in our hands. 

Time takes us. We are eternal. 

In this, as indeed to some extent in all 
his poems, the author ‘has intentionally 
used -the -methods of music; the use of 

symbols recurring like themes, the delib- 
erately blurred idea, the return to a given 
Motive, the sensuous appeal strained, as it 
were, through the intellect to the point 
almost of perversion. The final effect is, 
as has been stated before, one of cloudy 
excess. The listener to music of this type 
does not become impatient, because it is 
only very rarely that he knows what the 
composer is trying to say. ‘The recurrence 
of a theme is to him simply a kindly 
device by which he is enabled to carry 
away from the concert some more or less 
vague memory of what he has heard, while 
in poetry, whose medium he does. under- 
stand, such repetition becomes simply mo- 
notonous. The arts are not epicene. The 
functions and methods, of one cannot be 
taken over wholesale by another. Gradu- 
ally two human languages have grown 
up—a language of spoken and written 
words, and a langudge of sounds. A sym- 
phony is not sufficiently explicit to take 
the place of Mr. Aiken's poetry, and 
equally, Mr. Aiken’s poetry, deliberately 
cloudy as it often is, is still too explicit 
eyer to.result in ‘‘ absolute music.” 

dn ‘* Senlin,’’ as in much of Mr. Aiken's 
work, the idea turns and turns, like a 
dressmaker’s mannequin, -under a« variety

mannequin. The subtitle is ‘‘A Biogra- 
phy,’’ and it aims to show the progress 
of the soul through a pluralistic universe.
